RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Prices  on  slaughter  steers  and  heifers  de- 
clined 5O0-$1.OO  at  most  midwest  markets.     Sharp 
downturns  on  steer  and  heifer  beef  the  past  two 
weeks  plus  fairly  liberal  cattle  receipts  influ- 
enced the  decline.     Slaughter  cows  sold  steady 
to  50£  higher  at  most  points.     Stockers  and 
feeders  closed  steady  to  500  lower  throughout 
most  of  the  midwest.     Hog  prices  advanced  25-500 
although  combined  receipts  at  the  12  markets  and 
in  the  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota  were  19 
percent  above  the  previous  holiday  week  and  8 
^percent  above  the  corresponding  week  last  year. 
Spring  and  old  crop  slaughter  lambs  sold  uneven- 
ly steady  to  500  higher. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Cattle  sup- 
plies at  midwest  stockyards  were  5  percent  above 
the  holiday  shortened  period  a  week  earlier  and 
showed  practically  no  change  from  the  fairly  lib- 
eral volume  of  the  last  several  weeks.     More 
than  50  percent  of  the  week's  supply  arrived  for 
Monday's  market.     Slaughter  steers  and  heifers 
made  up  the  bulk  of  the  supply  at  most  terminals. 
Good  to  average-Choice  grades  continued  to  pre- 
dominate by  a  large  margin.     Slaughter  steers  and 
heifers  sold  on  a  sharply  lower  basis  Monday  at 
most  markets,  and  even  though  receipts  were  mod- 
erate the  remainder  of  the  week  very  little  of 
the  early  decline  was  erased.     This  decline  fol- 
lowed a  rather  sharp  price  downturn  the  previous 
week.      In  Chicago  the  two-week  decline  on  steers 
was  the  sharpest  in  over  a  year  and  the  average 
cost  of  all  steers  fell  to  the  lowest  point  since 
December,   1959.     Price  downturns  on  carcass 
steer  and  heifer  beef     in  the  wholesale  meat 
trade  at  most  points  had  a  very  bearish  influ- 
ence on  the  live  market.     Slaughter  steers  sold 
2 50 -$1.00  lower,  mostly  5O0-$1„OO  off.  Slaughter 
heifers  were  largely  500-41.00  lower.     Cows  and 
bulls  were  steady  to  500  higher  at  most  points 
but  Chicago  and  Kansas  Oity  were  steady  to  500 
lower.     Vealers  sold  steady  in  So.  St.  Paul  and 
$1.00  lower  in  St.  Louis  National  Stock  Yards. 

A  load  Prime  1206#  steers  sold  at  $32.00  at 
Chicago  with  Prime  and  misted  Choice  and  Prime 
$27.75-31.50.     A  few  mixed  Choice  and  Prime 
steers  brought  $26o50-28.00  at  other  midwest  cen- 
ters.    Most  Choice  steers  realized  $25.00-26.50 
with  high-Choice  to  $27.75  at  Chicago.     Mixed 
high-Good  and  low-Choice  steers  bulked  at  $24.00- 
25.25;      Good  $21.50-24.25.     Choice  heifers  bulk- 
ed at  $24.00-25.75  with  high-Choice  to  $25.25; 
load  Prime  1077#  $27.75  at  Chicago;      Good  hei- 
fers $21.00-24.00.     Utility  and  Commercial  cows 
sold  from  $15.50-18.50,     Canners  and  Cutters 
$14.00-16.50. 

ST0CKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Marketings  of  stocker  and  feeder  cattle  were  mod- 
erate and  quality  as  a  whole  was  at  a  relatively 
low  level  as  is  often  the  case  at  this  time  of 
year.     Average-Medium  to  low-Choice  grades  pre- 


dominated with  a  fairly  large  propor- 
tion grading  Medium  to  average-Good. 
The  grass  season  is  now  far  enough 
along  to  have  dispelled  much  of  the  ur- 
gency for  cattle  to  fill  pastures.     At 
the  same  time  the  continued  downward 
trend  in  slaughter  cattle  prices  influ- 
enced a  bearish  demand  for  feedlot  re- 
placements.    Consequently,      trading  for 
both  stockers  and  feeders  often  was 
slow  and  on  a  weaker  basis.     However, 
there  was  considerable  variation  in 
price  trends  at  the  different  markets 
and  several  exceptions  to  the  lower 
trend.     At  Chicago,  prices  were  steady 
to  500  higher  and  some  southwestern  mar- 
kets were  on  a  steady  to  stronger  basis, 
the  trend  at  Oklahoma  City  being  strong 
to  500  higher  with  instances  $1.00  high- 
er on  Choice  yearling  stockers.     Mean- 
while,  at  Missouri  River  markets  prices 
were  steady  to  500  lower,     instances 
$1.00  off.     Feeder  steers  750#  up,  par- 
ticularly of  Medium  and  Good  grades, 
showed  most  downturn.     However,  even 
though  feeder  buyers  were  bearish,   les- 
sened competition  from  slaughterers  on 
two-way  cattle  found  moderate  numbers 
of  partly  fattened  steers  being  routed 
into  feeder  channels. 

A  few  Choice  750-850#  feeder  steers 
brought  $26.00-27.00  and  one  load  of 
high-Choice,   fleshy  905#  reached  $27.50. 
Other  Good  and  Choice  800-1050#  feeders 
sold  from  $22.00-25.00,  few  $25.50;  Med- 
ium to  low-Good  $20.00-22.50.     Good  and 
Choice  yearling  stock  steers  sold  from 
$23.00-28.00,     few  $28.50;     Medium  and 
low-Good  stockers  largely  $19.00-24.00, 
few  Medium  down  to  $18.00.     Good  and 
Choice  yearling  heifers  brought  $21.00- 
26.00.     Choice  526#  stock  heifers  sold 
at  $27.00  while  a  load  of  Choice  725# 
in  feeder  flesh  brought  $24.00.     Choice 
310#  steer  calves  brought  $33.00  and  a 
few  other  Choice  $30.00-31.90.     However, 
most  of  the  Good  and  Choice  steer  calves 
were  small  lots  in  a  $24.00-29.00  price 
range.     Good  and  Choice  heifer  calves 
bulked  at  $22.00-27.50. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -    Receipts 
at  the  12  terminals  were  about  15  per- 
cent above  the  previous  holiday-shortened 
week       but  were   about  the  same  as 
the  corresponding  week  a  year  ago.     Con- 
sist of  the  butcher  supply  was  similar 
to  recent  weeks  with  mixed  No  1-3  200- 
270/?  barrows  and  gilts  making  up  the  bulk. 
Rutchers  over  240#  continued  to  move  free- 
ly at  western  cornbelt  centers.     The  late 
spring  and  early  summer  movement  of  sows 
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to  market  became  more  evident  with  a  moderate 
seasonal  increase  from  the  previous  week.     The 
percentage  of  sows  varied  from  5  to  23  percent 
at  the  midwest  markets.     Although  pork  loins 
moved  slowly  and  at  lower  prices  at  some  of  the 
main  wholesale  centers  demand  for  slaughter  hogs 
was  dependable  and  prices  advanced  for  the  third 
consecutive  week.     Barrows  and  gilts  closed  25- 
50$  higher  with  some  sales  75$  up.     Sows  sold 
steady  to  50$  higher. 

On  Friday,   U.  S.  No.  1,   and  mixed  No.  1  and 
2,   190-2300  barrows  and  gilts  brought  $17.00- 
18.25,      largely  $17.50-18.00,   a  shipment  U.  S. 
No.  1,  1970  at  Indianapolis  reached  $18.35. 
Mixed  U.  S.  1-3  and  2-3,   180-2500  butchers  sold 
at  $16.75-18.00,     mostly  $17.00-17.75.     U.  S. 
1-3,   270-6O0#  sows  bulked  at  $13.00-15.50. 

Prices  on  feeder  pigs  advanced  25-50$  at 
Sioux  City  and  were  up  50$  at  So.  St.  Paul.     At 
the  latter  market  Good  130-1600  feeder  pigs 
brought  $16.00-16.50,  while  Medium  and  Good  130- 
1600  offerings  at  Sioux  City  sold  at  $16.00- 
16.50. 

Average  cut-out  value  advantage  of  U.S. 
No. 1  over  No.  3  live  basis  200-2200   barrows  and 
gilts  was  $1.00  per  cwt. based  on  wholesale  car- 
lot  prices  of  fresh  pork  cuts  at  Chicago  June  2 
to  June  8,   1960  inclusive. 

HOGS  -  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
Area  -  Receipts  during  the  first  half  of  the 
week  were  moderate  and  fell  short  of  the  fairly 
good  demand  and  hog  prices  moved  gradually  up- 
ward.    Marketing  expanded  after  midweek,  however, 
as  scattered  rains  interrupted  field  work,   and 
part  of  the  early  advance  was  erased.     Closing 
prices  were  generally  25-50$  higher.     Sows  made 
up  about  12$  of  receipts,   a  slight  increase  ov- 
er recent  weeks.     U.  S.  No.  1-3,  190-240#  butch- 
ers      sold  late  from  $16.30-17.15  with  a  limited 
volume  of  No.   1-2  $17.00-17.50  delivered  to  pack- 
ing plants.     Mixed  No.  1-3,   270-4000  sows 
brought  $14.00-15.15}   400-5500  $12.40-14.65. 

SHEEP  AND  LAMBS  -     Receipts  at  the  12  mar- 
kets were  around  3  percent  above  the  four-day 
supply  of  the  previous  week  and  16  percent  great- 
er than  the  corresponding  week  last  year.     Sup- 
plies of  spring  lambs  showed  a  seasonal  increase 
as  they  comprised  from  25  percent  upward  to  the 
bulk  of  receipts  at  the  various  markets.     De- 
mand for  slaughter  lambs  was  generally  good  and 
prices  worked  slightly  higher  at  most  markets 
to  close  steady  to  50$  higher.     Slaughter  ewes 
sold  mostly  steady,  but  were  50$ -$1.00  higher 
at  Fort  Worth.     Feeder  lambs  sold  steady  to  50$ 
higher  at  Fort  Worth  while  the  small  supply  at 
other  points  closed  about  steady. 

Choice  and  Prime  79-1160  spring  slaughter 
lambs  closed  at  $23.00-24.25,     few  mostly  Prime 
*24. 50-25. 50,     package  $26.00  at  Chicago;   Good 
and  Choice  spring  lambs  $20.00-24.00,     most 
sales  $21.00-23.00.     Choice  and  I'rime  90-1060 
shorn  old  crop  slaughter  lambs   $19.90-23.50, 
mainly  *22.00  down,     while  Good  and  Choice  80- 
1170  brought  $18.50-20.50,    few  Good  at  $17.00. 
Cull  to  Choice  shorn  slaughter  ewes  bulked  at 


$3.00-6.00. 

The  limited  supply  of  Good  and  Choice 
60-800  spring  feeder  lambs  mcved  out  at  $19.00- 
21.00,     package  mostly  Choice  #21.75  at  Sioux 
Falls.     At  Fort  Worth  Medium  to  Choice  spring 
feeders  ranged  from  $12.00-16.50. 

In  the  Interior-Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
area  the  sheep  and  lamb  supply  was  around  6 
percent  above  the  previous  week  and  about  the 
same  as  the  corresponding  week  last  year. 
Shorn  old  crop  slaughter  lambs . comprised 
around  60  percent  of  receipts,  balance  large- 
ly spring  lambs  and  a  few  shorn  slaughter  ewes. 
Spring  slaughter  lamb  prices  were  firm  to  50$ 
higher,      old  crop  lambs  steady  to  strong,   ewes 
steady. 

Most  Choice  90-1050  shorn  old  crop 
slaughter  lambs  with  No.  2  to  Fall  shore  pelts 
brought  $19.50-20.50  delivered  to  plants,   few 
Choice  and  Prime  Fall  shorn  lambs  $20.50-21.00, 
Choice  and  Prime  80-1000  spring  slaughter 
lambs  mainly  $25.00-23.50,     few  lots  Choice 
to  mostly  Prime  90-980  $23.75-24.00  early. 
Cull  to  Choice  shorn  slaughter  ewes  bulked  at 
$3.00-5.00.

$1.00  lower,     large  number  on  feed  at  present 
time  and     declining  slaughter  cattle  prices 
contributing  to  the  poor  demand  for  feeders. 
Slaughter  spring  lambs  weak  to  50$  lower.

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Supplies  of  "beef  were 
above  normal,    other  fresh  meats  moderate  to 
normal.     Poor  clearance  of  "beef  prevailed  on  the 
Eastern  Seaboard  with  cute  comprising  the  carry- 
over for  the  most  part.     Lamb,   veal  and  calf  was 
fairly  well  cleared  and  pork  cleanup  good  at  all 
points  except  New  York  where  a  moderate  volume 
of  pork  loins  was  left  unsold.
